COLONEL McKENZIE DEFENDS SCHOOL METHODS TO PENTAGON REPORTERS 


S THIS BRUTAL 
AND DEGRADING? 


AT SURVIVAL SCHOOL, AIR FORCE MEN 
LEARN TO CHEAT DEATH AND CAPTORS 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The controversy which arose last week over 
reports that the U.S. Air Force was subjecting airmen to torture 
and degradation centered on the Air Force Survival School at 
Stead Air Force Base, Nev. The school's program had been de- 
scribed as so severe that trainees “collapsed on the ground and 
cried” after “brutal” interrogation, “barefoot death marches.” 
Colonel Burton E. McKenzie, school commandant, was rushed 
to Washington to explain the program and its purpose. 

LIFE assigned Staff Photographer Joe Scherschel to take pic- 
tures of the survival school. In accordance with LIFE’s custom, 
the photographs were cleared with the Air Force before publica- 
tion on these pages. What they show can help Americans judge 
the validity of the questions and charges that have been raised. 


The realistic training program which an American airman goes through 
at the Air Force Survival School is designed to teach him how to cheat 
death if he is grounded in hostile territory and how to cheat his cap- 
tors if he is captured and held in enemy prison. Since the struggle to 
survive is grim and the interrogation methods of his captors can be ter- 
rifving, the training program is calculatedly grim and harrowing. The 
price it exacts is indicated in the exhaustion of the student prisoners’ 
faces at left. 

Basic how-to-survive instruction is given at nearly all Air Force instal- 
lations but a graduate course, required of all men who will fly in combat 
planes, is given at Stead Air Force Base near Reno, Nev. The program 
is based on the experience of hundreds of U.S. fliers who were lost behind 
enemy lines in World War II and in Korea. At Stead, subjected to pres- 
sures that fall short of breaking minds and bodies, the men learn how 
to stand up under prison torture and resist interrogation. They also 
learn how to escape prison—of all the U.S. fliers imprisoned in Korea, 
only one managed to escape and make his way to freedom unaided. Since 
President Eisenhower proclaimed the new, exacting code of conduct for 
U.S. fighting men (Lirr, Aug. 29), the other services have revealed that 
thev have similar survival school programs either planned or under way.

A LONG TREK 
TO ESCAPE CAPTURE 


One object of the Stead survival school is to 
teach men to avoid capture in the first place 
when they are forced down behind enemy lines. 
This training involves a long march through 
rugged country. Starting hich in the Sierra

“We call it Stalag Stead,” said a proud officer 
faculty member of survival school. “Isn't it a 
helluva place?” Few men who have been im- 
prisoned there for the final 36 hours of their 
two-week survival course will disagree. 

The Air Force has re-created some of the 
worst features of enemy prison camps in World 
War Il and Korea to show its men what PW 
life is like. The well-guarded compounds con- 
sist of barbed-wire enclosures that give no pro- 
tection from subzero winter cold and the blaz- 
ing sun of a desert summer. Students are given 
garbagelike food and are worked over with re- 
lentless exercises and mild but effective tor- 
ture devices. 

These are the elements of survival school 
that raised a clamor in Washington. School 
officials and the Air Force agree that it is a 
brutally tough ordeal. But none of the 29,000 
graduates of the school have complained or 
been hurt by the experience. Instead they have 
learned how to live on without giving way.

Determined not to yield in any way that would 
hurt the West, Konrad Adenauer arrived in 
Moscow last week to confer with the Soviet 
leaders. At the airport (above), answering Bul- 
ganin s welcome, the West German chancellor 
seized the initiative by hailing the talks as 
the “first official [Russo-German] meeting” in 
years. That was his way of saying that he, and 
not the Communist East Germans, who have 
long dealt with Moscow, represented Germany. 

Adenauer had put off his visit since June, 
when the Soviets had invited him as part of 
their new policy of amia bility. When he hnally 
went, his preparations were so thorough that 


they included a “rolling embassy” in a train, 
where the Germans could work in Secrecy. 

But Adenauer made no secret of what he was 
after. As soon as the talks began, he demanded 
that the U.S.5.R. release the thousands of Ger- 
man prisoners that they still hold. He had 
hopes that the Russians would consent, since 
they had recently sent back their last Austrian 
prisoners. With less expectation, he pleaded 
for German reunification. 

The Russians made demands in their turn, 
and the talks lapsed into bitter recriminations 
about both German and Russian war atrocities.

From Oregon, 750 miles down the coast to San- 
ta Barbara, timber and range lands dried out 
by abnormally hot weather were ablaze. For- 
est rangers, deploy ing themselves desperately, 
counted 400 separate hres which were charring 
the land and sending up clouds of suffocating 
smoke to blacken the sky. 

Attacking the raging fires was frustrating 
work. As firefighters worked to bring one blaze 
under control, others ran wild. In the three

WHITHER THIS BOOM 


IT CAN BE TRUSTED IF THE FREE SYSTEM IS ALLOWED TO GROW BEYOND U.S. SHORES 


As the Democrats keep saying, the Eisenhower administra- 
tion is very close to American business. As the Democrats 
do not say, one product of this intimacy is the unremitting 
buoyancy of the great °55 boom. Businessmen, now taking 
their post-Labor Day look ahead, find incomes, employment, 
sales, profits, production all hitting new highs. The auto 
industry, for example, will end 1955 with an output of 7.25 
million cars. This will not only be an all-time record, like 
most 1955 statistics; it is also about a million more cars 
than the most euphoric Detroiter had predicted when the 
year began. 

The boom has grown far bigger and faster than most econ- 
omists expected. And since their predictive science is still 
capable of surprise on the up side, may it not be equally 
capable of surprise on the down? Nobody can answer this 
for sure, but we can all look around. 


If the first way to avoid depressions is to curb and thereby 
prolong booms, now is the obvious time to curb this one. 
The government has moved to do so. Last week the Federal 
Reserve System tugged a little harder at the strings that 
control the amount and price of money, raising interest 
rates (for the third time this year) and warning bankers to 
be more cautious with their loans. These loans have been 
running ahead of our real savings and thereby turning the 
boom into an incipient inflation, as recent increases in the 
price index attest. Maybe the government should get still 
tougher and maybe it will. To curb a boom without halting 
it, credit brakes must be timed with great delicacy. A lay- 
man need not try to call the exact signal so long as the 
Federal Reserve and the Treasury show themselves willing 
to handle the problem. This they have done. 

What other danger spots in this boom? Farm income is still 
sagging at a time when farm machinery prices are being raised. 
Business inventories are accumulating at a rate which all but 
guarantees a corrective shakeout, with accompanying jitters, 
this winter or spring. There are too many small business [ail- 
ures. And so on. But these are the kinds of imbalances and 
fluctuations that characterize a free system. They can be 
trusted largely to correct themselves so Jong as the system 
itself is trusted and managed with understanding. 

This system, free enterprise, is again proving itself to be 
one of America’s great assets. It has carried the boom far 
beyond the point where our full employment can be attrib- 
uted to defense spending. Its extraordinary performance has 
silenced its critics and made the word * “capitalism” respect- 
able once more—not only here but in Europe. Not since the 
1920s have believers in economic freedom been able to point 
to so much success, or had so many friends in power. 

On this broad blue horizon, it takes some peering to see 
the real clouds; but they are there . . . Europe’s boom shows 
signs of relapse into the old European disease of inflation. In 
Britain, superfull employment is pushing up wages and prices 
faster than production. and Britain's foreign trade halance 
with the dollar area is in the same kind (though not the same 
degree) of trouble that kept her on the American dole until 
1952, Germany, too, has begun to worry about her wage-price 
spiral even before feeling the inflationary effect of her prom- 
ised rearming. Chancellor Butler is rightly trying to fight 
his inflation by monetary self-discipline, and Minister Erhard 
his by liberalizing German imports. But for political reasons, 
neither can do as much as he should along these lines, and 
if things get worse either might be focved back to the au- 
tarchic policies of the Cripps and Schacht eras. Despite the 


prosperity of the past two years, no European country has 
fully dismantled its exchange controls, nor is the pound yet 
convertible with the dollar. 

To keep the situation from deteriorating, the one thing 
most needful is the steady expansion of the world market 
on which all European countries depend. This world market 
has been a special care of the Eisenhower administration— 
on paper. The President has often said, as he did last Jan- 
uary, that the U.S. should “take the leadership in promot- 
ing... high levels of trade.” Such excellent sentiments 
have done their share to stimulate the European capitalist 
revival. But when it comes to White House actions, leader- 
ship is just what our European friends have lately been 
not getting. 


The two worst examples are bicycles and generators. The 
President, after long stalling, succumbed to U.S. industry 
pressure and approv ed a o0% increase in the tariff on bicycles. 
English bicycles of the lightweight type have been making 
their own new market here against virtually no U.S. competi- 
tion and will continue to; the higher tariff is therefore just a 
nuisance tax on the U.S. consumer. In heavier bicycles. 
though there are some German imports, U.S. manufacturers 
still dominate an expanding market. There are fewer than 
5,000 U.S. bicycle workers. The new tariff is therefore al- 
most meaningless to the U.S., but very meaningful to Eu- 
rope. It says: you can try to develop markets here, as we 
have been urging you to, but if you succeed you will arouse 
enough congressional pressure to make us renege on the 
invitation, 

The Chief Joseph Dam decision of last week was even 
rawer. English Electric of London spent $60,000 preparing 
its bid on six generators and three transformers, and its bid 
was the lowest by about $1 million. Yet Defense Secretary 
Wilson gave Westinghouse and another Pennsylvania com- 
pany the contract (under pressure from Senator Martin and 
other politicians) on the ground that Pittsburgh has more 
than 6% unemployment (it has 6.1%). The contract will en- 
able Westinghouse to hire a few hundred people, but not the . 
steelworkers who, displaced by automation, make up most of 
the 6.1%, Thus the government employs a phony legalistic 
excuse to soak the taxpayers an extra million dollars—and 
at a time when national employment has never been higher. 

One need waste no tears on English Electric, which has 
plenty of other business. But what about the President's an- 
nounced, deliberate and desirable policy of American “‘leader- 
ship” in trade expansion? If this policy cannot surmount 
protectionist pressures in a year of record prosperity, how 
can Europeans trust it for the long pull? Trade that follows 
flags that closely is not world trade and will never build a 
free world market. 

Much may turn on these seemingly close decisions; much 
turned on the Federal Reserve's failure to check the credit 
inflation of 1928, and on Hoover's failure to veto the Smoot- 
Hawley tariff. Such failures always have their rational excuse; 
they are not failures of reason but of imagination, The full 
role and task of free enterprise in the next decade is not con- 
fined to the U.S. The materials are all at hand for another 
breakthrough to new levels of world trade and prosperity. 
Our boom and our system are the chief of these materials; 
but they need more friends and more room. Without real 
American leadership there will be no world market. Without 
a world market and an expanding environment, even U.S. 
free enterprise and prosperity have a limited future.

When his bulldozer SCOOPeC & SET of bones out 
of his gravel pit in Turin, Lowa, sand salesman 
Asa Johnston sensibly took them to the eoro- 
ner. There he helped piece the bones towether 
on the sola (above) to see if they belonged to 
a Turin man who had vanished about 1940. 
Puzzled, the pair called in a paleontologist and 
an anthropologist for a look and found that, 
instead of solving a L5-year-old mvstlery, they 
had made one of the most important archaco- 
logical finds in the New World. 

Almost overmight the pit filled up with exea- 
vators: geologists, anthropologists. neizhbors 
and Johnston, still using his bulldozer, By last 
week the task force had found three more com- 
plete human skeletons, along with most of the 
bones of a bison and assorted oddities.

EXT MONTH the ordinarily placid cireles of U.S. mapmakers 
and map readers will experience a kind of excitement they sel- 
dom know. The Houghton Mifflin Company of Boston will then 

begin publication of the first major world atlas in English that has 
appeared in almost 35 years. The work is the mone Times Atlas 
of the World, produced by the Edinburgh firm of John Bartholomew 
& Son for the Times of London. The initial volume, with an index- 
gazetteer running from the Norwegian town of A to the Polish town 
of Zywiec, covers northern Europe. The remaining four volumes of 
the set of five will come out at the stately rate of one: a year until 1959, 

For John Bartholomew (above) who edited the atlas, the new work 
is both a monumental achievement and a family matter. He is the pres- 
ent head of the house of Bartholomew, which has been making maps 
for five generations. His father was editor of the last great English 


atlas, also published by the Times. That one appeared in 1922 and 
became obsolete at approximately 5:30 a.m. by Adolf Hitler's watch 
on Sept. 1, 1939. Since then the world and man’s view of it have 
changed enormously, but no one has published a multivolume atlas 
for several good reasons. It requires a great deal of time to produce 
such a work (in this case nine years) and consequently a great deal of 
faith that the world will be more or less unchanged at the end of that 
time. It also requires a great deal of money (about $2 million) and an 
enormous amount of highly skilled work. (The house of Bartholomew 
will have devoted more than half a million manhours to the project 
before it is finished.) And after these classic investments have been 
made, there is small hope of getting them back unless a large number 
of people willing to pay $125 for the five-volume set can be found.

staring at maps, $125 may seem an extravagant price for an atlas. 
One can get an armload of maps free at a gas station, or a good one- 
volume atlas such as Rand McNally’s Cosmopolitan or Hammond’s 
Ambassador for $12.50. But when it comes to the purchase of a 
creat set of maps, price is a wretched thing to consider. What is 
for sale is not merely a collection of handsomely colored plates but 
the end product of thousands of years of human thought and work. 

To get even a fair understanding of how maps are made and 
what an atlas is, a man must go all the way back to the old ances- 
tral cave. Those who would rather just go to the gas station for a 
map had best do so now and those who are anxious to know how 
the Times Atlas comes out had best brace themselves for some- 
thing of a wait. 

The oldest known map, a Babylonian clay tablet showing moun- 
tains and a river valley, dates only from about 2500 B.C., but 
maps doubtless had been made on more perishable material for 
unknown ages before that. Primitive maps, however, were always 
of relatively small areas. To make a map of the whole world man 
first had to discover the shape and size of that world. 

The discovery that the earth is round is often thought to have 
been made fairly recently by the great European navigators and 
explorers of the 15th and 16th centuries. But the Ionian Greeks 
knew the true shape of the world 2,000 years before Columbus set 
sail. They first reached the idea philosophically, not mathemati- 
cally. The sphere seemed the most perfect of all forms to them and 
they concluded that the gods would scarcely have made anything 
but a sphere when they fashioned the earth. Although Plato and 
Aristotle knew that the earth is round, they had no accurate idea 
of its size. Around 250 B.C., however, there came along a grea! 
geographer named Eratosthenes, head of the Library of Alexandria, 
who actually measured the earth and came astonishingly close 
to the right answer. 

Eratosthenes knew that in the city of Syene (modern Aswan), a 
long journey south of Alexandria, there was a well which had a 
singular feature: at noon on the longest day of the year (June 21), 
and then only, the rays of the sun could be seen reflected in the 
water at the bottom. He also knew that there was a similar well in 
Alexandria where, at noon on the identical day, the sun’s rays did 
not reach the bottom. These facts together with the anciently 
accepted proposition that all circles are divided into 360° were all 
he required to set his calculation in motion. Syene and Alexandria 
were 500 miles apart according to his information and lay on the 
same north-south line. When the sun was directly overhead in 
Syene it was not directly overhead in Alexandria—its rays fell at an 
angle which Eratosthenes measured and found to be a little more

than 7°, or 1/50th of a circle. Therefore the circumference of the 
earth must be 50 times the distance between the two cities, or 
25,000 miles. (According to modern measurements, the circum- 
ference at the equator is 24,902 miles.) 

There were some errors in Eratosthenes’ information but hap- 
pily the errors compensated each other, and had Eratosthenes’ 
successors been content to leave his figure alone the world would 
have been spared a good deal of confusion. As it turned out an 
astronomer-philosopher named Posidonius made a second calecu- 
lation a century later with the result that his figure of 16,000 miles 
was taken to be correct for the next 1,500 years. 

Once the mapmaker knows that the earth is a sphere and how 
large it is he must face another great problem before he can begin 
to draw the outlines of the land upon it. He must have a frame- 
work, a screen or grid of some sort upon which he can pin-point 
his locations and connect them. He can begin by drawing the most 
fundamental of all lines, an equator, which circles the sphe re and 
cuts it into northern and southern halves. He can then draw any 
number of circles parallel to the equator, above it and below it, the 
circles growing smaller as the top and bottom of the sphere are 
approached, until the final circles at the poles are merely dots. 
These circles are called parallels of latitude, meaning breadth. 
They are numbered in degrees, the equator being 0° and the poles 
90° North and 90° South. Any navigator or explorer can find the 
latitude of a spot, on the spot, simply by measuring the angle of 
altitude of the sun (or of various stars) above the horizon and con- 
sulting mathematical tables computed for the purpose. In eS 
Northern Hemisphere one needs only to find the North Star; 
angle of elevation will indicate the approximate latitude. 

The parallels of latitude constitute only the horizontal lines in 
the grid or screen which the mapmaker must have. To complete it 
he requires another series of lines: those of longitude. These run 
north and south but are not parallel; they intersect at the poles, 
much like the lines which divide the segments of an orange. The 
picture of a sphere so divided is a sensible and tidy one, but of all 
the problems which have beset the mapmaker longitude has been 
the great immemorial stinker. 

To begin with, longitude has no logical starting point. When the 
parallels of latitude were conceived there was only one possible 
beginning, the equator, since only one line can be drawn around 
the world midway between the poles. But among the equal merid- 
ians of longitude none in particular stands out. Therefore one me- 
ridian had to be selected as the prime one—longitude zero—and all 
others made subordinate to it. After some centuries of haggling, 
during which Spain modestly suggested that the prime meridian

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should run through Madrid, France proposed Paris, and the U.S. ei- 
ther Philadelphia or Washington, in 1884 the honor fell to Eng- 
land, whose Queen Victoria was even more influential in the real es- 
tate business then than William Zeckendorf is today. Thus the all- 
important line passes through London—specifically through a Brit- 
ish admiralty observatory in the east end district of Greenwich. 

The meridians are numbered from 0° to 180° in both directions 
from Greenwich—the longitude of San Francisco, for example, is 
roughly 120° west and that of Manila roughly 120° east. Longitude 
180°, where the numbers meet in mid- Pac ific, is the international 
date line, exactly halfway around the world from Greenwich. 

The finding of longitude is simple in theory. Since one hour of 
lime equals 15° of longitude, a navigator at any given spot can 
determine how far baat or west of Green* ich he is ; by comparing 
his exact local time with Greenwich time and translating the cif- 
ference into degrees. The nav gator fixes his exact position by t the 
sun or stars, and so finds his local time. Then he turns to an 
assistant and says, “‘What time is it in Greenwich?” At this the 
assistant says, “6:40 p.m.” and the navigator knows that, if his 
local time is noon, he is 6 hours and 40 minutes, or LOO’, west of 
Greenwich—in the longitude of Rugby, N. Dak., as a matter of fact. 

An ancient problem arises when the navigator asks for the time 
in Greenwich and the assistant shrugs his shoulders and says, 
“How should I know?” 

The “secret” of longitude lies in having an extremely accurate 
clock, called a ehronatieter:; which can be set to Greenwich time 
and carried anywhere in the world. Early navigators despaired of 
ever obtaining such a precision instrument and: either tried other, 
unreliable means of finding longitude or ignored the problem. 
Countless lives and countless fat cargoes were lost because no one 
knew what time it was. By 1598 the. problem had grown so acute 
that Philip IIT of Spain offered a prize of 32.260 in cash, plus a 
life pension of $4,560, plus a perpetual pension of $13,680 to the 
descendants of the “discoverer of longitude.” Philip was smoth- 
ered in correspondence from crackpots but none got the prize. In 
1616 the great Galileo approached him with an idea that would 
have worked—in fact, it does work. It used the moons of Jupiter 
as a heavenly clock, but Philip either failed to grasp it or had got 
bored with the whole thing. 

In 1657 the Dutch astronomer and physicist Christian Huygens 
helped solve the problem as far as land-based observers were con- 
cerned by perfecting the first reliable pendulum clock. But no 
pendulum clock could keep accurate time or even run during a 
storm al sea. 

Ships and men continued to be lost at a ghastly rate through 
the remainder of the 17th and the first part of the 18th centuries. 
As a result of a navigational error in | 707 an entire British fleet, 
commanded by an aihieer with the immortal name of Sir Cloudesley 
Shovel, ran into the Scilly Islands. Two thousand men, including 
Shovel, were drowned. Seven years after this disaster Parliament 
set up a public award of £20, 00—the equivalent of well over 
$100,000—to be given to “such person or persons as shall dis- 
cover the Longitude. 

Literally hundtads of good men tried for the award but all of 
them may be set aside except one, a mechanic and clockmaker 
named John Harrison from Foulby, Yorkshire. The award was estab- 
lished when Harrison was 21 years old and he presumably began to 
work toward it at about that time. After thinking for 14 years he

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called on one of the members of the Board of Longitude which 
Parliament had set up to make the award with drawings of a time- 
keeper controlled not by a pendulum but by springs and balances. 
He got some encouragement and went home to work, returning 
seven years later at the age of 42 with a truly wonderful instru- 
ment. Thereupon he was given a nice certificate. and after a year’s 
wait his chronometer was given a trial at sea. The trial was a suc- 
cess, so one year later the Board of Longitude voted to give him 
£500, half to be paid immediately, the other half whenever he de- 
livered a second and better clock. 

Harrison went home to work again. He made a second clock, a 
third, and at length a fourth, which he completed in 1759 at the 
age of 66. Two more years passed and then this last instrument 
was tested on an ocean voyage westward to Jamaica by way of Ma- 
deira, On the long rough trip the clock lost just five seconds, This 
meant that longitude could be fixed with an error of only one and 
a quarter nautical miles after a journey of some 5,000 miles and of 
course entitled Harrison to every penny of the award. However, 
Harrison was not a gentleman but a mechanic, so the board decided 
to give his instrument another trial at sea. At last in 1765, when 
Harrison, now 72, seemed to have fulfilled everv demand, the board 
gave him half the £20,000, keeping the rest of the money and of 


‘course the timekeeper. All he needed to do to get the rest of his 


prize, Harrison was told, was to make two more clocks and have 
them tested at sea. But when he asked to borrow his clock so that 
he could copy it, the request was refused. Nonetheless he set to 
work once more and three years later finished another clock. By 
this time he was 78 years old and going blind. In desperation he turned 
to George [II. Upon hearing the whole story George rose up and bel- 
lowed, “By God, Harrison, I’ll see you righted!’ *—which he did. In 
1773, aged 80, John Harrison at last got all that was coming to him. 
In 1776 he died. 

Once the shape and size of the earth have been determined and a 
elobe marked for latitude and longitude, a mapmaker can begin to 
rough out the shape of the land upon it. Every accurate “fix” ‘made 
by an explorer or surveyor can be set down as a pin point, year 
after year and century after century, until everything of importance 
upon the earth has been located on the globe with great precision. 

The problem with globes is that they must be either too small to 
éontain sufficient detail or too large for the average map reader to 
be able to buy, let alone transport or house. Therefore the globe, 
or parts of it, must be made to seem flat so that maps can be printed 
on sheets of paper. And here lies yet another problem. 

There is no possible way of flattening a globular map without 
losing some of the cardinal integrities of shape, area, distance and 
direction that an ideal map should have. All flat maps, save those 
of very small areas, are distorted in some way; how they are dis- 
torted.depends on the purpose for which they are made.

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nothing of the polygnomonic icosahedron. Two of the most com- 
monly seen are the conic and the cylindrical conformal, which lat- 
ter is ordinarily called Mercator’s projection after the great Flemish 
cartographer who conceived it in 1569. 

Mercator’s projection remains the most useful ever produced 
for navigators. [ts great virtue is that if you follow a straight line 
on it you will reach your destination without fail. Its ereat draw- 
back is that its features are enormously distorted toward the poles. 

Perhaps the simplest explanation of Mercator’s projection was 
hit upon by an English mathematician named Edward Wright some 
300 years ago. Imagine the earth as a balloon, Wright said, inflated 
with just enough air to make it round but still capable of much 
further expansion, Enclose the balloon in a glass cylinder of equal 
diameter, so that the equator just touches the inner wall of the 
cylinder, and then begin to force more air into the balloon. As it 
expands, the balloon retains the same diameter but stretches toward 
the ends of the cylinder. One after the other, the parallels of 
latitude come to rest against the wall of the cylinder. The curved 
meridians of longitude straighten out and also press against the 
wall. Then, assuming that the balloon will leave a printed impres- 
sion on the wall of the cylinder and that the cylinder can be sliced 
lengthwise and unrolled, there is a Mercator projection. 

On the equatorial line of the projection the scale is true and 
there is no distortion, but along the upper and lower edges it is 
extreme: Greenland appears larger than South America, although 
it is only about one-eighth as large and Ellesmere Island, scondlee 
than Kansas, appears larger than ‘the whole western U.S, 

The second form of projection with which most map readers are 
familiar is the conic, most often used for maps of the U.S. and 
other middle-latitude countries. Assume that you have a large 
paper cone into which the globe can be fairly deeply inserted, like a 
golf ball into an ice cream cone, with the North Pole pointing 
directly up. Now assume that there:i is a light inside the globe and 
that the light passes out through the globe and projects an image of 
the map onto the cone. The image is traced, the cone removed and 
flattened out, and there is a true conic projection. 

The conic type of projection fetches the discussion back to the 
Times Atlas and its maps, most of which are made this way. To 
produce them the house of Bartholomew did not make any new 
measurements of the earth or computations of latitude and longi- 
tude but relied on the vast files of information it has been accumu- 
lating for more than a century. 

The five-volume atlas will contain some 200,000 place names on 
120 double- -page maps, all of them printed in at least five colors and 
the majority in eight. Volume III, Northern Europe, was chosen 
for first publication not because Editor Bartholomew thought that 
part of the world might be least subject to change but merely 
because he thought it might attract more general attention. 

All of the Times Atlas maps are new and original compilations, 
although they include many anciently established facts. The index 
shows the exact position on the globe of every town and city on all 
of the maps, as “Aberystwyth, Candizaii, Wales, Lat. 52.25N, Long. 
4.05W.”? Avast amount of other information—roads and railways, 
rivers and canals, airports and lighthouses, boundaries and ihe 
heights and valleys on the land—is also shown, but the precise 
placement of it inevitably stems from observations of the sun and 
stars and the clocks of Huygens and Harrison. 
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Of course there are a few well-organized souls 
who get up early enough to breathe deeply at the 
window, count the birds on the lawn, or make some 
other leisurely gesture before settling down to their 
bowl of Kellogg’s Corn Flakes.

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MOST NOTED MAPMAKERS “of history are Gerardus Mercator (ef and 
Jodocus Hondius of Holland who created and published Mercator projection. 
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So much information about the world is in fact now available 
that the problems of what to include are exceedingly tough. The 
simple naming of cities requires a good deal of thought. Barthol- 
omew uses the locally accepted form (Roma, Napoli, Lisboa, 
Warszawa, etc.) and includes alternatives in parentheses where 
they exist, some cities being shown three times (Bruxelles, Brussel, 
Brussels) on one map. Where there are real disputes, Bartholomew 
simply does the best he can—Dublin is followed by (Baile Atha 
Cliath) and neighboring Dun Laoghaire by (Kingstown). 

Bartholomew’s scruples about “the spelling of place names are 
faintly ironic in view of the rash of ridiculous names with which 
maps are covered. All over the world there are hills, mountains, 
rivers and lakes with names which, in the local native tongue, 
mean “Excuse me” or ““How’s that?” or “What did you say?” Ex- 
plorers who had penetrated some wild region used to buttonhole 
the nearest native, point to an uncharted peak and say, “What is 
the name of that mountain?” upon which the bewildered native 
would say, ““Basorombo,” meaning, “Sorry, I can’t speak English.” 
At this the explorer would write “Mount Basorombo” on his 
map, and so it would remain. (When Captain Cook landed in 
Australia, the story goes, he pointed to a large animal bounding 
across the landscape and asked a native for its name. “Kangaroo,” 
said the native, meaning “I can’t understand you.”’) 

Moreover the-natives themselves, who ought to know better, 
often select peculiar names for local objects. In fact, there is a town 
in Missouri named Peculiar. The Post Office Department in Wash- 
ington rejected the names suggested for the settlement with a note 
saying, “Why don’t you choose a name peculiar to your vicinity?” 
which the residents thereupon did. 

International boundaries also present a problem for the map- 
maker. ““We almost started another Balkan war with the last atlas 
in 1922,” Bartholomew says, “because the Bulgars thought we'd 
given too much ground to Greece.” 

Connoisseurs of atlases may be disappointed in the Times Atlas 
for one reason—it is almost entirely locational. Only six of its 120 
maps are devoted to such subjects as physiography, temperature 
and winds, precipitation, vegetation, human distribution and com- 
mercial development, although there are many other things that 
can and should be mapped, ranging from languages and religions to 
agriculture, minerals and history, But the atlas remains the best of 
its kind to come along in a generation and probably will remain so 
for another. Therefore, since there is not often a logical excuse to 
talk about maps, it would be a pity to drop the subject without men- 
tioning some of the latest developments in mapmaking. 

In the past 25 years there has been a revolution, or more accu- 
rately an enormously accelerated evolution, in mapmaking caused 
by the airplane, radio and advancements in photography and elec- 
tronics. Today, powerful radio stations at strategic points on the 
globe constantly broadcast the vital tick of Greenwich time; ex- 
plorers in the remotest regions no longer need worry about their

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chronometers as long as they have good radio receivers. From the 
air, photographers can “map” the ground i in detail. 

Adaptations of the old stereoscope enable mapmakers, indoors, 
to make exquisite use of aerial photographs—in one machine the 
operator examines matched photographs across which he can ma- 
nipulate a small dot of light which is linked to a pencil which traces 
details of topography and contour ona map. Photolithography and 
photoengraving have largely replaced hand engraving, making mass 
production of maps far easier and cheaper. ‘A typical gas station 
map of a state printed in four colors and unfolding to an area of 
six or seven square feet costs only 4¢ to 7¢ to produce. It may be 
a primitive object from the point of view of the master cartog- 
rapher, but it is still an impressive accomplishment. 

One might suppose that there will soon come a time when the 
world is completely mapped, at which point the mapmaker can take 
up some other calling, but this is a foolish thought. Man will 
never know all there is to know about the world. Less than 50% has 
been mapped on what cartographers consider a really adequate 
scale, although there no longer remain any areas which civilized 
man has not at least glimpsed. Some of the most fundamental 
things about the globe in the category of size and shape remain un- 
explained or even undiscovered. Man has known for centuries that 
the globe is not truly round. Its meridional circumference is 24,860 
miles, 42 miles shorter than the circumference at the equator, and 
he has also known the reason: the centrifugal force of the earth’s 
rotation bulges it out in the middle. But lately man has realized 
that there may be no such thing as “‘sea level,” the base from 
which all altitudes are measured. This has nothing to do with the 
difference in level between one ocean and another but with the 
level upon one ocean. If the Pacific, for example, were suddenly to 
be frozen in an absolute calm, with nota ripple on its surface, thei 
would be “plateaus’’ and “depressions” in the water level with a 
difference in altitude of as much as 60 feet. These may be caused 
by barometric pressure, or by something else still unknown. 

As the activities of man upon the globe change, so must maps. 
Maps today generally show north at the top, but this has not always 
been so nor should it be. Maps in the past have been oriented in 
the direction of national interest—some American maps used to 
show west at the top, and some maps made by the Romans east. 

Perhaps the best way to look at the world today is on a map with 
north not at the top but in the center. Perhaps the best maps of 
the next century will have no north or south at all but will show 
the world adrift in space like a speck of dust in a sunbeam. Modern 
man stands in relation to the universe as antique man stood in rela- 
tion to the globe. Albert Einstein may have been our Eratosthenes; 
the John Harrisons and Mercators:of the future are yet unborn.

CONSCIENTIOUS EATERS OF ATOMIC DIET 


Military objectors lick their platters clean in a clinical test of food preserved hy nuclear radiation 


Licking their platters and skillets clean, six crew-cut young men at Fitz- 
simons General Hospital in Denver have been thriving on an atomic age 
diet. The young men, all conscientious objectors to military service, are 
volunteers helping doctors discover the nutritional value and the possible 
dangers there may be in food that has been preserved by nuclear radia- 
tion, Since every ounce of the irradiated food is painstakingly measured, 
the test subjects must eat every edible drop or crumb left on the utensils. 


So far, frequent medical examinations of the six subjects have un- 
covered no harmful effects from their atomic diet, a result that matches 
conclusions previously reached in extensive tests with animals, While 
some foods, such as gelatine and strawberries, do not seem to stand up 
well under radiation, most others are preserved for months by the steriliz- 
ing action of the rays. Medical proof that the process is harmless to eaters 
would open the w ay for commercial use of atomic preservation processes.

Vintage Vacuum Cleaners 


A few months ago the Lewyt emant offered to swap a new 1955 
vacuum cleaner for interesting ancient cleaning gadgets. More than 100 
of those they gained by their swap will go on public view this week in the 
Lewyt Museum of Household Cleaning Imple ments in Brooklyn. Shown 
abov e are s0me of the Muse um 5 5 VACUUMS. 

At top left is the Feeny hand pump of about 1905, which worked by 


pushing the big cylinder up and down to set bellows in action. To the right 


is a chain- driv ‘en vacuum from about 1860, While one operator pushed 
a handle at the back to activate the bellows another operator cleaned 


with a hose attached at front. Above the bouncing man is the Regina of 


1907. This was pushed along the floor and as the wheels turned, suction 
was created. The Success Hand Vacuum at lower left was operated by 
clutching the handle above the accordionlike section and pumping wildly, 
while cashing the cleaner with the other. Foreground right is the 1915 
Brand vacuum cleaner. As it was pushed rapidly along the floor, the bel- 
lows in the center cylinder were set in action. Next to itis the 1914 Hydra, 
which was run by attaching a 25-foot hose to a water faucet and turning 
on the water which created cleaning suction. In center is a teeter beard 
dating from about 1900. One person rocks back and forth on the board 
to generate suction, while another operator cleans the rug—perhaps.

HOW TO EASE 
RUSSIA'S 
FOOD CRISIS 


LIFE. summarizes the lessons learned 


by touring Russian, U.S. farm experts 


For five weeks and 10,000 miles, amid civic ceremony and breakneck 
travel, a delegation of U.S. farm experts had toured Russia’s crisis-haunted 
farm economy. At the same time a Russian group was on a similar trek 
through the abundant U.S. and Canadian farm belts. Last week, with the 
tours and the hoopla over, both groups could sum up the meaning of 
what they had seen. On these pages Lire brings together in words and 
pictures the lessons of the exchange. In them lies the promise of a better 
day for Russian agriculture, which has failed to keep pace with the 
nation s burgeoning population, 

For the Russians the exchange had been a chance to observe at close 
hand some of the techniques (pp. 170, 171) by which American agricul- 
ture, using virtually the same total acreage it had in 1915 but with three 
million fewer workers, had been able to increase production by 67%. For 
the 12-man American delegation, it meant an unprecedented look at the 
sharp contrasts (right) in the Russian farm economy. 

Russia's modern food troubles had begun in the early 1930s with the 
Communists’ bloody drive to collectivize agriculture and they had been 
compounded by the destruction of Soviet farmlands during World War 


II. In the postwar era, Moscow's major effort went into the build-up of 


heavy industry and arms, not farm recovery. Today livestock herds are 
barely as large as in 1928, and butter production is still at 1913 level 
The U.S. delegation concluded that the heart of Russia’s farm pile 

was administrative, as the heavy hand of Moscow bureaucracy stifled 
incentive and thwarted local initiative. There are signs that Moscow 
recognizes this and is beginning to take steps toward decentralizing its 
control of agriculture. Such a move may mean a better chance that the 
American recommendations—given on the diplomatic assumption that 
there can be no lasting peace while Russia or any nation stands hungry— 
will be put into practice. These many recommendations are summarized 
on the map and in the article by the chief U.S. delegate on pages 168, 169.

What was the U.S. group's final evaluation of Rus- 
sia’s agriculture and what did the delegates tell 
their hosts?

in the following article which he wrote for LiFe. 


ESPITE many creaks and groans and, | 

think, errors of judgment, the Soviet Union 
is making substantial progress toward the so- 
lution of its food problems. The next 10 years 
will show really significant improvement. In 
1954 two very important new steps were taken. 
These were the corn program and the so-called 
new lands development. 

The government is spending billions of ru- 
bles to convert virtually treeless prairies of 
northern Kazakhstan and western Siberia to a 
vrain-producing area. The area has a potential 
yield of 300 to 400 million bushels of wheat a 
year. But it can also become an enormous dust 
bowl. Average rainfall is 12 to 14 inches, but 
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for the area include planting of soy beans for 
oil and protein and more corn acreage. 
Russia's present attempt to expand corn pro- 
duction is revealed by the far-spread corn sym- 
bols, especially in the east. The easternmost 
wheat symbols are in new lands, a potential 
dust bowl because of too intensive cultivation. 
The key U.S. recommendations include sub- 
stitution of sorghums (above) for corn in many 
dry areas, wider use of artificial fertilizers and 
soil conservation and expanded cattle raising.

this year none at all fell during the growing 
season. Very careful management and special 
techniques will be required if wind erosion is 
to be controlled. 

The present plan is to plow the land in the 
fall and let it lie unprotected through winter 
and spring. This is particularly hazardous. Fur- 
thermore the land is intended to lie fallow for 
only two of each 10 years. | seriously question 
that available moisture will support continued 
production at that rate. 

To put more meat on Soviet tables the Rus- 
sians have launched their vast corn production 
program. Nikita Khrushchev himself is given 
credit for masterminding this project. We were 
told that corn production this year would be 
42 million acres, more than four times the 
1950 figure. By 1960 under present plans the 
cornland will exceed 74 million acres. 

This is a worthy aim, but in many areas like 
the new lands rainfall is too low and the season 
too short to grow corn safely. We were told 
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DELEGATE 


that over 27,000 acres near Sverdlovsk had 
been killed by frost. Such occurrences will 
likely be frequent. 

We suggested that sorghum, grown for live- 
stock feed, should be planted in many of these 
areas. Some effort is being made, but the com- 
mand from the top to go all out on corn pro- 
duction is hog-tying those who should be con- 
cerned with the sorghum program. 

Livestock husbandry has been and is still 
one of the weakest segments of Soviet agricul- 
ture. In 1953 it was little above the 1916 level. 
Few cattle are purebred and most herds show 
the lack of any consistent breed improvement 
program. The same is true of sheep and there 
ig a resultant lack of good fleece. 

By our standard, the use of manpower on 
Russian farms is grossly inefficient. Eight to 
10 times as many people are used on a farm as 
in America and productivity per man is but a 
fraction of the U.S. figure. The government is 
trying to improve the situation, but the one 
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big hurdle may well be the lack of incentive 
and incentive comes from individual owner- 
ship and competition. 

It must be said that in some areas, hog rais- 
ing and small grains particularly, Russia does 
an excellent job and that. withal. we found few 
lf any signs of discontent. 

\ta final 2'5-hour meeting with Russian farm 
leaders and in a spirit of helpful criticism, we 
presented some general recommendations: 

|. Local farm managers should have more 
freedom to make their own crop plans, since 
they are more familiar with local conditions. 

2. Manpower must be used more efficiently. 
More and better farm machinery, more worker 
training and greater incentives can all help. 
3. Soil conservation practices like contour 
plowing, terracing and crop rotation must be 
quickly expanded. 

4. Grain sorghums should be substituted in 
many areas too dry for corn. 

9. Chemical weed killers should be used to

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reduce the eultivation given corn. Overculti- 
vation is damaging soil structure. 

6. Fodder crops should be grown to greater 
maturity to increase the tonnage. 

7. Water including irrigation 
should be improved to keep pace with mecha-

§ Rural adult education on subjects like 
home management and family problems should 
be encouraged as an aid to better farm life. 

9. International exchanges of scientists and 
workers, like the farm delegations, should be 
encouraged, Research publications should also 
be freely exchanged hetween nations. 

Russia is doing research on some of these 
subjects already. There are 1,000 agricultural 
experiment stations and the seientists in them 
are well paid better even than some doctors 
and dentists. Given full freedom to experiment 
and put their ideas to work, these men can 
assure a better agriculture and an adequate 


food supply for Russia's growing millions.

“YOU CAN’T LET A BOY 
OUT OF SIGHT’ 


Coach Art Lewis adds an artistic flourish to the grim, competitive busi 
ness of recruiting talent. Last fall with 35 colleges trying to steal ; 
prime West Virginia-bred back right out from under his nose, thé 
coach gave a masterful demonstration of his genius. 

Gravely he led the boy to an inner office, sprawled thoughtfully o 
the desk for a moment then spoke in a voice heavy and confiding 
“Don’t you listen to that fast talk from those other guys,” he began 
“Tm coming after you, boy. You belong up here with me.” The bo 
nodded, softly cracking his knuckles as he listened, and the coac 
went on. 

“They ll promise you a convertikle and coeds hanging all over you 
and, boy, when you get down there you ‘ll find there’s no top on th 
car and not a coed in sight. You aren’t buying a pig in the poke wit! 
me. A four-year scholarship and we take care of you if you're hurt 
Pll see you make out with the books too. I'll be hanging over you 
shoulder. A boy with your speed can make this ball club.” 

The boy nodded again and then asked an anxious question: “The 
say you might make me into a guard. Any chance of that?” The coach 
sat stark upright and his whole attitude changed. His booming laug 
shook the room. “Boy,” he shouted, “they've got an insane asylum i 
this state packed with coaches who make backs with your speed intq 
guards.” 

Such extremes are not often necessary. Although his school can of. 
fer a boy only board, room, tuition, books and $15 a month, the coac 
keeps ahead of out-of-state bidders without direct pressure. He prefers 
gentler methods. On the road, talking to mothers and fathers of foot 
ball prospects, he drips with diplomacy. 

“Tf Art goes into a family of Slavs,” says one admirer, “he doesn’ 
exactly say he’s a Slav, but you get the idea he is during the conversa 
tion. Then he gets out to the kitchen with mama, and whatever she’s 
drinking it’s his favorite drink, and whatever she’s making it’s his 
favorite food, and when he’s through the old man says, ‘Joe, you go 
with the coach. To hell with those other guys and their hundred bucks 
a month, We don’t need a tractor that bad,’ ” 


Coach Lewis has mastered the politician’s trick of rememberin 
names and faces. He is an accomplished gossiper and is never too bus 
in his tours of West Virginia’s farms, factories and coal mines to stor 
for a homey chat, His approach to high school prospects he does not 
know is standard. “Where you from, son?” he asks first. 

Once he knows the boy’s home town he has something to work on 
for Lewis can usually name a creek or hollow nearby. Then he asks, 
“What's your daddy do?” The boy usually warms up after that and 
then he asks, “You as rough as they say you are?” With that the 
coach, an old coal miner and pro football! player, is apt to grab the ki 
and commence a mock wrestling match, softening him up for the in 
evitable: “You coming up here with me, son?” 

Occasionally, as happens to even the most expert of anglers, one gets 
away. A few years ago Lewis spent most of one summer playi ing gol 
with a prize prospect just across the state line in Pennsylvania. One 
of his assistant coaches even caddied for the kid—and the ingrate 
showed up at Pittsburgh that fall. But all he had to do to get Bruce 
Bosley, star tackle and potential All-American this season, was as 
him how about coming up for football next year, and he said sure. 
“You call that recruiting?’’ asks Lewis. 

Once he has his recruits in the fold there is still a highly vulnerable 
period during August when he kas to fight to keep them there. It is 
the time of West Virginia’s all-star high school game at Charleston 
two weeks before fall practice opens. Sniffing good red meat, represent- 
atives from Maryland, Tennessee, Kentucky, South Carolina and 
Cincinnati puffed into town this August. Whenever any of them 
talked to one of his prospects Lewis promptly brainwashed the boy. 
They're all around but you can’t see them,” says Lewis of his rival 
recruiters. “They don’t come out by daylight. They sneak around 
and bite like dogs.” 

Until registration makes his recruits formal students at the Uni- 
versity of West Virginia this week Art Lewis will not relax. If a kid 
does not report on time for practice he often sends an assistant to 
track him down. “You can’t let a boy out of sight, even to kiss his 
aunt goodby,”’ says Coach Lewis with a scowl. “The aunt may be on 
the wrong side of the fence and you wind up losing the kid.”

"QO Mr. and Mrs. Louis Martin, who live on a small farm near Prin- 
eess Anne, Md., an incident that happened last week would seem 
routine were it not for the fact that it is the culmination of an ex- 
traordinary achievement. The Martins’ youngest child, Grant Bar- 
tholomew, age 21, registered for his senior year at Maryland State 
Teachers College in Bowie: Md. What made an exception of this 


seemingly ordinary September event was the fact that completion of 


Grant’s senior year will swell the total of college graduates among 


the Martin children to 10 and the number of degrees to 15, three of 


which are master’s. 

This record is one which even an affluent family could consider 
remarkable. But for the Martins the record approaches the miraculous 
since Louis Martin, who is 66, has worked most of his life at a salary 
not in excess of 880 a week—and a good deal of it for only $30. 

The Martin parents have always be lieved in one thing above all. 
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namely: “Life is a struggle. But it is sood to have a struggle. It 
stre ‘ngthe ‘ns vour character. ’ This isa theme many philosophers have 
challenged, but the Martins are one brilliant case for the affirmative.

Liner who had seandalous ideas. for the year 1899, concerning the 
upbringing of orphan children. “Ma Thol” took her orphan charges 
to operas and taught them to waltz and two-step. On two subjects she 
had really fanatic views. It was upon the intersection of these two 
subjects that Louis Martin was to make his life. 

“Now, you children must get an education,” Miss Bartholomew 
was incessantly telling her orphans. “And by education I mean all 
the education you can get.” Her other bug was that city children 
should get out of the city. In the summers she hustled them off to a 
large farm near Willow Grove Park owned by “Daddy” Frazier, who 
had set aside a stone house called “Happyland” for the children. 
Before his first visit to Happyland at age 11. Louis had never spent an 
hour outside Philadelphia. Inhaling his first deep breaths of unsooted 
air was the equivalent for him of a high school girl’s first slug of 
champagne. “I felt as if | was running on air,” he recalls.

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By going to night as well as day school under Ma Thol’s prod- 
ding, Louis was ready at 19 for Hampton Institute in Hampton, 
Va., where he majored in agriculture. He was a bright student and 
after graduation found himself with several job offers. Some were 
relatively comfortable teaching positions. But the one that prom- 
ised the least comfort interested him most. 

This job, under the University of Maryland extension service 
and the U.S. Department of Agriculture, entailed working with the 
Negro farmers of the Eastern Shore of Maryland, getting them to- 
use scientific farming methods and improve their living conditions. 
F arm extension work was new in those days and farmers resented 

“young educated foreigners” who tried to teach them what they 
had been doing all their lives. Louis would be the state’s first 
Negro county agent and his province would be vast—the entire 
Eastern Shore, nine counties stretching some 125x40 miles from 
the Chesapeake Bay to Delaware and the Atlantic Ocean. Four 
hours after he was offered the job Martin took it. 

He married Irene Polk, one of 10 children in an Eastern Shore 
family. She had worked her way through a home economics major 
at Hampton over the objections of her mother who did not think 
it worthwhile since she had not gone to college herself. Martin 
had bought a Model T and the newlyweds took off for Princess 
Anne, Md. and Martin’s $1,000-a-year job. 

On the Eastern Shore in 1916 most of the Negro farms were 
on the brink of ruin. The crop yields were fantastically low. An 
average acre of corn yielded a miserable 19? bushels, an acre of 
sweet potatoes only 16 bushels. The hogs were scrub razorbacks. 
Mongrel chickens laid when they felt like it. Rags or old coats 
were stuck in place of windowpanes, brush grew around the houses, 
the yards were littered with tin cans. 

When Martin arrived the farmers were in a state of panic. Hog 
cholera, a disease for which the farmers knew no remedy, was 
ravaging the shore. Hogs were dying by the thousands. The cholera 
had spread to the farm adjoining Colonel Harry Waters’, a lawyer, 
a “Princess Anne blueblood” and a gentleman farmer. The colonel 
heard that a Negro county agent had just arrived, and sent for 
Martin, who told him about the new serum which had been suc- 
cessful in preventing cholera—Martin had used the serum on 
pigs at the Hampton farm. Soon Louis Martin was shooting the 
colonel’s shoats and brooding sows with serum. When scnteral 
days passed and none of Colonel Waters’ hogs developed cholera, 
the word of this magic spread through the ‘countryside. No one 
spread it more eagerly than Colonel Waters himself. 

Overnight Louis Martin became the most sought-after man on 
the shore. Assisted by the “Hog Cholera Minute Men” which he 
organized—teams of farmers whom he taught to administer the 
serum—he inoculated thousands of hogs and the epidemic was 
broken. 

This success put Martin high in the graces of the farmers of 
the Eastern Shore. Shortly his happiness was doubled. At Hamp- 
ton, Mr. and Mrs. Martin had decided that they would have one 
dozen children and that each of them should go to college. The 
day before Independence Day 1917 they were off to a running

start on at least the first section of this ambitious program. Louis 
Frazier Martin was born, followed 10 minutes later, to the Mar- 
tins’ surprise, by Lourene Frances Martin. Like all the children, 
Louis and Lourene were born at home for reasons of economy. 
For the same reason Martin, as he did with all of them, served as 
hot-water carrier and general assistant. 

The happy Louis Martin set out with great enthusiasm to change 
the fast-fading land. On the wave of the proof furnished by the 
hog cholera serum, he visualized sailing right in and inducing the 
farmer to use modern methods all the way ‘around. 

He was quickly set to rights. Up and down the land, a familiar 
figure in his Model T stopping off at farms, Martin gave “Nis pitch 
about rotation, seed selection, liming, tree pruning ‘and purebred 
lines. Up and down it he found himself smack against a phenom- 
enal prejudice. With their hogs the farmers had been desperate, 
but all this new-fangled stuff was something else. He was a for- 
eigner; and what was worse, a young foreigner; and what was 
worst, an educated young foreigner. 

For a year he experienced nothing but defeat. The nation had 
gone to war. Prices soared but Martin’s salary kept its low-slung 
course. One night after he had come in at | o'clock in the morn- 
ing from a farmers’ meeting, Martin and his wife sat over an oil 
lamp in their kitchen at Princess Anne. 

““My salary is so small,’ Martin began to talk, “‘and we can’t 
begin to get all the things we need—we need and the children 
need. The children now—and the ones we want to have; I’ve tried, 
or I think I’ve tried, but I’m walking in the same spot I was when 
we first came. Up north,” he said slowly, ' “l hear the war factor- 
ies are paying big wages. Eight dollars a day I hear—three times 

what I’m making here!” 

Then he got it out, quickly. “Would you rather we just stopped 
all this and went north?” 

Her husband was not a man who discouraged easily and to Mrs. 
Martin this was an alarming measure of his sense of defeat. But 
across the kitchen table she looked him squarely in the eye. 

“Mr. Martin,” she said firmly, “we didn’t go to school so you 
could work in a factory.” 

Oct. 31, 1918, Mary Alice, ... Dec. 2, 1919, Walter Theodore ... 
Oct. 19, 1921, Martha Rebecca .. . 

As the little Martins came swiftly on, the two big Martins found 
their character being strengthened from all sides. 

They bought no clothes. | Mrs. Martin made them all. Except for 
staples such as flour and sugar they bought no food. Mrs. Martin 
was able to make a daily “family stew” which was both elastic and 
nourishing. The meat part came from pigs (purebred) which they 
raised at Mrs. Martin’s father’s place nearby. The rest of the stew 
came from Martin’s agile diplomacy on his rounds with the farmers. 

“My, those worderful tomatoes!” he would exclaim, studying 
a row of plants. “Such elegant onions! That delightful- looking 
cabbage! Such good eating they must make, I w ould imagine!” 

Vou: mean you don't lave’ any of these things?” the farmer 
would say in sympathetic tones. “You mean all that family of 
yours, and... here, now, let me get a basket!”

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Martin would come home bearing a basketload of wonderful 
tomatoes, elegant onions and delightful-looking cabbage—pointing 
out adroitly to the farmer as he took them that the farmer would 
raise even more of them if he would only apply these modern, 
scientific... 

At home Mrs. Martin seized the products and let no morsel go 
to waste: “We either ate it, dried it, brined it or canned it.” Every 
year there were 1,500 jars of sweet potatoes, white potatoes, tur- 
nips, onions, peppers, string beans, lima beans, Henderson beans, 
corn, squash, broccoli, okra, eggplant, cucumbers, celery, cauli- 
flower, asparagus, cowpeas, black-eyed peas, apples, peaches, kale, 
collards, Swiss chard, beet and turnip greens and pork loin. 

“Mercy, if you don’t feed a child while he’s growing you might 
as well not feed him,”’ Mrs. Martin has always believed, “because 
then it won't do any good.” 

With all their improvisation, Martin was obliged to adopt a sys- 
tem of financial maneuvering which brought his only serious dis- 
agreement with his wife. Mrs. Martin looked upon “‘credit’’ as the 
machination of the devil. To Martin “cash only” was a lovely idea 
—but what if there was no cash? Being unanswerable, this logic 
prevailed. After a dozen or so bills had racked up, Martin would 
take off for a bank and execute a loan to pay them all off. Then 
he would devote the next few months to paying back the loan, 
meantime amassing more debts to a point where he must repeat 
the system. Martin estimates he has negotiated literally hundreds 
of bank loans in his life. 

The financial gymnastics of bringing up a platoon of children on 
$28.75 a week was very simple, as Martin recalls it. “If I had ever 
sat down and listed my income on one side of a page and my ex- 
penses on the other, I would have been scared to death. Therefore 
I never troubled to list them. I just scraped around.” 

But by the time the sixth child was en route, Martin had begun 
to have his qualms about the great goal. When he had to start 
breaking in two the penny lemon sticks he always brought home 
to the children it came over him that perhaps a dozen would be 
carrying things too far. 

March 9, 1924, June Celestial .. . 

Martin decided they would have to get tarther out in the coun- 
try to keep pace with the mounting food consumption. He bought 
an uncleared 18-acre tract near Princess Anne with a three-room 
cabin on it—one room for himself and Mrs. Martin, one for the 
boys, one for the girls. The cabin had no plumbing, no lights and 
no heat but Martin christened it after the place outside Philadel- 
phia where the orphanage children had visited summers—Happy- 
land. Through the years it was to improve, with a bathroom, elec- 
tricity, added rooms with added children. 
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The longest-wearing lightweight 
SOLE in shoe repair history! 
Never before has scientific research 
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combination ...a sole so light, so 
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on hog cholera, its history and prevention, a wizened old man 
popped to his feet. “I had two or three of my best setting hens 
fall off their nests dead,’ he blurted out. ‘Professor Martin, do 
you know what’s the cause of that?” 

Another farmer jumped up. “‘Professor Martin! My cow got 
bloated all of a sudden. What can I do?” 

“Professor Martin! My chickens, they all seem to get naked. 
No feathers on their backs!” 

For three hours Martin answered questions—and where he 
could not answer he said he would check on it and let them 
know. The meeting ended on a sonorous singing of Beulah Land, 
and the people pressed forward eagerly to shake the Professor's 
hand. Martin sang all the way home in his Model T: 


I’ve reached the land of corn and wine, 
And all its riches freely mine; 

Here shines undimmed one blissful day, 
For all my night has passed away. 

© Beulah Land, sweet Beulah Land, 

As on thy highest mount I stand, 

I look away across the sea, 

Where mansions are prepared for me. . . 


Feb, 17, 1927, Jewel Elizabeth... Dec. 2, 1928, Elbert Hubbard... 

Steadily the Martins moved toward their family coal, 

“We were going to do everything we could do,” Martin remem- 
bers the plan. “fhe: childeen arould do everything they could do. 
And the Lord would just have to take care of the rest.” 

The children’s part was working as soon as they were able to 
pick a bean. Louis started picking strawberries in farmers’ fields 
when he was 5. At that age he would eat greedily as he picked but 
even so he would harvest 10 quarts of strawberries a day, which 
swelled the repre treasury by 20¢. 

The days in the fields began early, as Lourene, who is now an 
Army captain of nurses, very distinetly remembers. 

“Tt would be 2:30 in the morning. And there Daddy would be 
standing over us. “O.K., kids, let’s go,’ he'd say. ‘It’s picking 
time!’ 29 

The Martin children don’t remember objecting to this program. 

“The reason,” says Lourene, “was Daddy and “Mama: “There 1 is 
dignity in work’ ae ll never forget Daddy saying that. It wasn’t 
just a saying. They were always to bed after us and always up be- 
fore us. fois of times Daddy would be up all night with some farm- 
er’s sick hog or calf. Mama never had any stoi ‘kings because we 
always had them. She wore the same coat for 20 years. When food 
was short she'd say, ‘You take mine. I’m not hungry.’ But the 
main thing was they somehow made us understand, ev en at a very 
early age, “that college was at the end of the bean rows.” 

W hen the family couldn’t afford to have someone come in and 
plow their land with a mule, Daddy, Mama and eight or nine small 
Martins energetically hite -hed themselves to the plow. Sometimes 
the children joined | in the battle for survival with actual custo. 

“In winters,’ remembers Walter, who today is working on his 
doctorate, “Harry and I would go down to the railroad tracks about 
300 yards from the house. We'd get a pile of rocks ready. When 
the freight train came by we'd let go with them at the engine, 
Quite a volley would be returned at us by the fireman. We'd pick 
up the chunks of coal and have heat for the house.” 

At nights the Martins would sit around their dining room an- 
tique mahogany table, a gift from “Daddy” Frazier, shelling e beans 
for the liveal huckster at 34 a quart. [he Martins are a very singing 
family and they would govern their rate of shelling by their sing- 
ing. If they wanted to hell faster they ane a stealee allegro like 
You're Gonna Reap Just What You Sow. When they needed a 
coasting period they took cl slow number ‘ae He's Got the IF hole 
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Your clothes will not only wear bet- 
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Now that my clothes 
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fewer clothes.” 
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PRAYER ROOM was set up by Martin in the closet of his home, off the liv- 
ing room. The settlement house where he was brought up had a similar room,

atop the 60-foot water tower in Princess Anne, with a horrified 
crowd gathered below. Some of the children were gymnastically 
swinging by one hand and one foot from the tower, above an open 
stesin well which adjoined it. Martin’s voice summoning them 
down shook through the town like the sound of cannon. Senulta: 
neously with their ‘descent he began removing his favorite weapon 
of discipline, his belt. It may have been during one of the lean- 
eating days. In any case Martin’s pants fell to the ground. 

Recovering them with some dante. he belted up again and 
dispatched the six children for a switch each. After that he always 
used switches. 

Often instead of corporal punishment the Martin children re- 
ceived something they considered infinitely worse called “whipping 
our consciences.” If they had stolen the forbidden apples from the 
family trees instead of being content with the ones that had fallen 
to the ground, Martin would take the children aside. 

“We are all struggling to care for all of us,’ he would say in his 
quietest tones. ““We have to share with one another. The apples 
are for the benefit of us all, so your Mama can make applesauce 
and apple pies—for all of us. Don’t you think,” he would say, his 
voice almost mournful, “‘that it is very selfish of you just to satisfy 
your own stomach?” 

Pretty soon the offending Martin child would be bawling at the 
top of his lungs. 

Always Martin preached the value of education. ° ‘Tf you're going 
to dig a ditch,” he would tell his children, “‘you can dig a better 
ditch for having an education.” 

Louis was barely eight before he wanted to be, not a cowboy or 
a fireman, but something that Daddy made sourid very wonderful 
called a “Ph.D.” Today he is on his way to being one. Walter was 
so hipped up about school that when he was 3 he was sneaking into 
the kindergarten operate for the faculty children at Princess — 
Academy, now Maryland State College. 

April 5, 1930, Oswald Edward ... Sept. 18, 1931, Justelma 
Houston... 

Just as Martin was barreling along in both departments—his 
family and the farmers—the great Depression smashed down like 
a tidal wave. 

Martin’s work was doubled. He ranged the countryside study- 
ing markets with the farmers, visiting banks to stall them out 
of farm foreclosures. At the same hae his own salary was cut. 
The prices the children got for their work plummeted. The Martin 
family dug in. 

Providentially, around this time feed sacks were beginning to 
come in print patterns as well as in white and when they were 
empty of chicken mash they were filled up with Martins. One feed 
sack made a dress for a small Martin, two or more for a larger 
Martin. Other feed sacks became tablecloths, place mats and nap- 
kins. Several sewed together became sheets. 

Many families, fighting to exist, now took their children out of

school during the picking season or sent them to work in the can- 
neries. But the Martin children did their picking first and then 
went to school, and after school picked again until dark. 

As if to strengthen the family’s character further, the main high- 
way north shat ran in front of their house was filled with men 
roaming the land, seeking work, seeking a sandwich. The children 
got used to seeing two, three or four hollow-cheeked strangers shar- 
ing their already overtaxed family stew. “Mama would never have 
even thought of turning anyone away,” Lourene remembers. ° “And 
she always fed the stranger the most heartily of all.” The last 
Martin dollar often went to some farmer Martin considered worse 
off than themselves. 

May 26, 1934, Grant Bartholomew . 

The first section of the Martin’s family program, a dozen chil- 
dren, drew to a close. 

Almost simultaneously. at probably the hardest point in the 
family’s life. the time came to start the second section. The first 
two children were ready for college. 

Martin sold his last four pure bred shoats for $35 each. Paying 
their tuition with the money, he packed Louis and Lourene off to 
Hampton. 

Now, with the fresh avalanches of college expenses, Martin 
found himself making a record number of trips, even for him, into 
bank offices, where Ke would begin re conversation with the 
banker. “My son Louis needs .. .” or “My daughter Lourene 
needs .. .”’ Louis and Lourene worked ” college, [ui stev edor- 
ing on the Hampton Roads docks and Lourene working as a nurse's 
assistant. To keep them in college the children at home got up 
earlier and stayed up later, pic ee more cucumbers, shelled more 
beans, hoed corn. did maid work, felled trees, worked in the 
canneries, went out selling strawberries from their own garden 
and apples from their own trees. 

As their turns came, others of the children went off to college, 
Each time it got harder, 

Almost bottom level was reached after Lourene had entered 
Mercy Hospital in Philadelphia to study nursing. One day she 
wrote home that she had only 19¢ left. 


“T got a letter back from Daddy,”” Lourene recalls. “He said 


he had only 15¢ right then but he was enclosing a dime of it. 
He wrote that there would be some more along as soon as every- 
one shelled some beans tonight. That was the only time I ever 
sat down and cried.” 


Picking beans and felling trees 


PUMMERTIME all the Martins worked furiously. One day 
found Louis picking cucumbers at Elliott, a few miles from 
home; Lourene doing housework in one HOR at Salisbury, six 
miles away, and Mary Alice in another; Walter pitchforking bean 
hulls at Dulany’s food factory; Martha and June caring for chil- 
dren in a migratory workers’ camp on the far side of the shore; 
Harry in the swamps felling trees for a lumber mill; Jewel picking 
lima beans: Elbert and Oswald hoeing -corn: Justelma and Grant 
picking string beans. 

And frilly the day came. The Martins went to their first 
commencement. 

*“We sat there,” Martin remembers that day, ‘‘and watched 
Louis walk across the stage in his cap and gown and we remem- 
bered the time he had picked strawberries when he was 5 years old 
and eaten more than he picked—then we remembered that he had, 
at that, picked LO quarts for 20¢ and some of that 20¢ was right up 
there on that stage.’ 

As Louis walked of thé stage clutching his bachelor of science 
diploma, Mrs. Martin whispered to her husband. 

“Mr. Martin,” she said, “just 11 more to go.” 

The first ones “out,” the original Martin plan went into its 
next stage of operation. These began helping the younger ones 
through school. Louis helped send June: Lourene helped send 
Harry; Walter helped send Jewel; Martha helped send Justelma, 
the younger ones also continuing to help themselves by summer 
work in the canneries and the fields. Martin constantly primed 
the flow of help from the older ones by letters which began, “Your 
poor old Dad has a little financial problem for June needs .. .” 
or “I wonder if I could borrow a few pennies from you since Jus- 
telma needs ...” The word “borrow” was a great family joke 
along with what the Martin children long ago adopted as their 
family motto: “Daddy's always broke.” 

With the plan now at full throttle the Martin children were 
knocking off degrees wholesale in a half-dozen colleges and univer- 
sities, including Maryland State College, Maryland State ‘Teachers

College at Bowie, State Teachers College at Elizabeth City, N.C., 
Michigan State College, the University of Illinois and Columbia 
University. The Martin parents became commencement habitués. 
Among their neighbors there was soon a regular question along 
about May: ' “Well, how many do you have coming out this year?” 

Today, everyone else having gone to college, Crant, as the baby 
of the family and the target of help of all of them, is finding him- 
self living quite high off the hog.

Harry: a bachelor’s degree in agriculture and certificate in ele- 
mentary education, teaching grade school at Pumphrey, Md. and 
doing farm youth work.
